2. The brief fails to identify for each independent claim involved in the appeal and for each dependent claim 
argued seperatelv. every means plus function and step plus function under 35 U.S.C.. tf h paragraph, and set forth the 
structure, material, or acts described in the specification as corresponding to each claimed function with reference to 
the specification page and line number, and to the drawings. Claims 16. 17. and 25 are dependent claims with means 
plus function that are argued separately in the brief, thev do not satisfying the above reguierement.
